IN PALMER HOUSE 


Henry Spruck von Armenthat 
Shoots Himself After Dis- 
posing of Vast Estates.

Mrs. Frances Rosenblatt Refuses

HOLDS HER PICTURE IN HIS HAND 


Henry Sprack von Armenthal, known as the 
“apple king of the west,“ committed sui- 
cide early yesterday morning in his room 
at the Palmer house by shooting. himself 
through the temple. His death followed a 
stormy scene on Friday night with Mrs. 
Frances Rosenblatt, his flancée, said to be 
a niece of the late Nelson Morris. 

Spruck shot himself while in a fit of 
despondency because Mrs. Rosenblatt, after 
breaking their engagement, refused to see 
him and asserted she would not marry him. 
When the employés of the Palmer house 
found his body he was clutching in one hand a 
revolver and in the other a picture of Mrs. 
Rosenblatt. 


Culmination of Love Affair. 

The shooting was the tragic culmination 
of a love affair, which began a year and a 
half ago in California. Spruck’s wife had 
died, and he went from his apple ranch in 
‘Wenatchee, Wash., to Los Angeles, to for- 
get his trouble. About the same time Mrs. 
Rosenblatt's husband died, and she went to 
the same hotel, also in an effort to put grief 
behind. They became acquainted, and the 
romance began. The announcement of their 
engagement followed soon, together with the 
news that Spruck was to 

Rosenblatt ae W wedding tt 

The engagement was broken shortly over a 
week ago, according to friends. Employés 
of the Palmer house assert, however, that 
soon after the body was found a woman ap- 
peared asking for his papers and saying she 
was his wife. The Palmer house authorities 
told her they had been turned ovér to the 
pollce. Whether or not this was Mrs, Rosen- 
blatt is not known. 


Leaves Estate to German Baron. 

Spruck, in a letter found in his room, gave 
the reasons for taking hie own life, and 
asked that his real estate in the west be left 
to his brother, who is a baron in Germany. 
The letter follows: 

In a moment of despondency I take my 
own life. I love the finest woman in the 
world a man could ever wish for, yet while 
I know she loves me dearly she left me in 
disgust several days ago for parts unknown. 
The facts are that I am myself disgusted 
with myself—therefore the end. 

tend my latest will to my lawyers in 
Seattle this afternoon directing them that 
my older brother, Philip ;Spruck, Baron 
Solms Sanbach Armenthal of Hessen, Darm- 
stadt, shall own or dispose of all my real 
property in the states of Washington, Ore- 
gon, and Idaho for his own personal benefit, 
with the exception of some property which I 
have especially mentioned to be made over 
to a poor but honest working boy of this city, 
who has done me within the last three days 
a great service. 


Arranges Legal Details. 

„All just bills must be given at the office 
of Walter D. Jones, 310 Reaper block. My 
lawyer from Seattle, whom I Shall wire at 
this last moment, shall attend to all proper 
payments. Furthermore, I wish my body to 
be held in some undertaking establishment 
for at least four days, until hie arrival, that 
he may direct the funeral and chose a ceme- 


tery.” “

The story of the case was told by Mr. Jones, 
mentioned in the letter, an attorney who was 
a personal friend of Spruck. Attorney Jones 

made the identtfication of the woman to the 


police. 
On Eve of Leaving City. 

According to the attorney, Spruck had de- 
eided to leave Chicago for the west a week 
ago on Saturday. He had been residing for 
several months at the Drexel Arms hotel. 
His trunks were at the Union depot. This 
was after his quarrel with Mrs. Rosenblatt. 
She had returned a diamond engagement 
ring, which he had with him then. 

Before taking his train he wanted to see 
her and try a last time for a reconciliation. 
He entered a taxicab. He drove to every 
place where he thought Mrs. Rosenblatt 
might be found. She had been living with 
her sister, Mrs. Jeanette Eachus, at the 
Bellvoir apartments, 1085 East Forty-sev- 
enth street. In order to avoid him she had 
left the apartment house. 


Chauffeur Demands $60, 

Spruck was unable to locate the woman, 
and he commenced drinking, stopping at 
numerous cafés and saloons, Finally the 
chauffeur took him to the Oxford hote! in 
Cana! street, and ‘demanded nt of $60 
taxicab bin. Spruck found that $100 which he 
had had and the diamond engagement ring 
were gone. He had no money, and the chauf - 
feur caused his arrest. He was taken to the 
Harrison street station. When he was re- 
leased on bonds secured by Attorney Jones 
he registered at the Palmer house He 
wrote west for money. as his account at the 
First National bank had run out. As far as 
is known, the money had not arrived at the 
time of his death.

KILLS 4 WOMAN 


Norman Cruger Speeds on 
Wrong Side of Street; 
Tries to Escape. 


POLICEMEN HALT PARTY. 


An automobile, speeding on the wrong side 
of the street, struck and fatally injured Mrs. 
May Coles last Saturday night at West Chi- 
cago avenue and North Clark street. The 
machine passed over her body and dragged 
her fifteen feet. She was picked up and car- 
ried into the emergency hospital at the Chi- 
cago avenue police station, where she died 
five minutes later, without regaining con- 
sciousness. Mrs. Coles was 90 years old and 
lived at 676 La Salle avenue. 

The automobile was driven by Norman 
Cruger, manager of the Wilson avenue ga- 
rage at 4561 Kenmore avenue. Oscar Spauld- 
ing, 5022 North Paulina street; Mrs. W. P. 
Herrick; 1732 Carmen avenue, and W. E. Mc- 
Cormick, 4721 North Paulina street, were in 
the car with Cruger. Witnesses say Cruger 
made an effort to get away, but was stopped 
by Detectives Carney and Bolum of the Chi- 
cago avenue police station, who were near 
the scene of the accident They shouted to 
the occupants of the automobile that they 
would shoot to kill if the machine was not 


stopped. 


Auto Driver Admits Speeding. 

Cruger admitted to the police that he wae 
speeding and was on the wrong side of the 
street. He explained that he was trying to 
pase a street car. Spaulding, who is an offi- 
cial in the United States Baseball league, 
wae to have taken a train for Cleveland. 
Cruger says he was speeding to reach the 
La Falle street station. 

A few minutes before the accident Mrs. 
Coles had met her husband, Charles E. Coles. 
They started to cross to the east side of the 
street. A south bound street car was stand 
ing at the corner and they passed in front 
of it. Mra. Coles was in advance. As she 
reached the east street car tracks she no- 
ticed a car coming from the south She 
started to run. 

Cruger was driving south in Clark street 
and turned to the east side of the street to 
pass the car standing at the corner. He had 
apeeded up in order to escape the car coming 
north. Mrs. Coles stepped from in front of 
the approaching north bound car directly in 
the path of the automobile. She had no op- 
portunity to escape after she saw the ma- 
chine * , ae 


Driver Seeks to Escape. 

Mrs. Coles was knocked down and the car 
passed over her, dragging her fifteen feet. 
When her clothing tore loose Cruger started 
to speed away, but was stopped near the next 
corner. 

Coles ran to his wife and picked her up. 
She was unconscious. Her skull was frac- 
tured. right arm was broben, and she was 
injured internally. Her face and body were 
badly bruised.

But late in the afternoon word came from 
the police of Norfoik, Va., that Mrs. Bessie 
Howard, alias Mre.

Bessie Vogler, a notorious character in sail- 
ors’ resorts, was still alive. They concluded 
that either they had been following a false 
trail or that the woman known ae Mrs. Bes- 
sie Jones in Chicago must be some othe? 
than the woman of the many names whom 
the Norfolk police found. 

Before the news came from Norfolk the 
police belteved they had unraveled the puzzle, 
They still think the woman who died in Los 
Angeles Hved with Caiphias Dillon in Chicage 
and that he was the man who killed ber. 


Neighbors Identify Victim’s Fhoto, 
Women who knew Dillon es Jack Jones 
when he lived at 4621 Evanston avenue had 
no doubt that the photograph of the Las 
Angeles victim was the photograph of the 
whom Jack Jones introduced as Mrs. 
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Mrs. Emma MoCue, who rented 8 
a room, said that Mrs. Bessie Jones left 
Chicago for Norfolk, Va., shortly before 
June 1, 1911. She knew that Mre. Jones 
reached Norfolk because she afterward re- 
ceived letters from her bearing the Norfolk

Mrs. Dillon, the wife of Caiphias Dillon and 
the mother of his four children, told James 
Markham, chief clerk of the detective bu- 
reau, yesterday that she knew nothing of a 
Bessie Jones, but that a Bessie Howard of 
Norfolk, Va.. nad lived with her and her hus- 
band in Detroit, Mich., and that she had 
always thought the woman had followed her 
husband to Chicago when he came here 
nearly two years ago. 

The first reply that Acting Capt. Gleason 
of the detective bureau received to his query 
of the Norfolk police said that Mrs. Bessie 
Jonés was living at 214 Stratford street, Nor- 
folk, but that she had lived at 515 Berkeley 
avenue. An answer to another query said 
that Mrs. Bessie Howard had once been 
a notorious character of Norfolk resorts, 
but that she had disappeared after avowing 
her intention to go to Chicago some two or 
three years ago. Finally the Norfolk police 
wired that they had found Mrs. Bessie Jones 
and Mrs. Bessie Howard were the same 


person. 


Think Train Victim Was Slayer. 

The only hope the police now have that 
they have discovered the name of the mur- 
dered woman is that the information that 
Mre. Bessie Howard had gone to Chicago 
is correct and that the woman who calis 
herself Howard, Jones, or Vogler with equal 
facility, but who clings to the given name of 
Bessie, is another woman. 

The attempt to establish the identity of 
the woman who Is dead has so far only 
served to strengthen the conviction of the 
police that Caiphias Dillon was the man whe 
committed the murder. Their chain of evi- 
dence against him ts now so strong that they 
think there is no question but he would con- 
fess if he were alive.

Lessing Rosenthal in Statement. 
Lessing Rosenthal of the citizens’ com- 
mittee in the evening issued a statement as 
follows: 

According to this morning’s TRIBUNE, the 
mayor intends to veto the Littler order passed 
last Monday directing the corporation coun- 
sel to oppose and prevent by all lawful means 
the confirmation of the contract between the 
south park commissioners and the Dlinois 
Central railroad. The mayor is said openly 
to favor the substitute resolution proposed by 
Ald, Cermak, merely directing the corpora- 
tion counsel to intervene in the proceedings 
and use his judgment. This would be wholly 
ineffectual for two reasone; first, because 
only a voter or taxpayer of the district has, 
under the act of 1907, the power to intervene; 
secondly, because the mayor is a pronounced 
advocate of the proposed contract and under 
the Cermak resolution the corporation coun- 
sel would take orders from the mayor instead 
of the city council, the body assumed to dic- 
tate the municipal policy of Chicago. 

The vote last Monday on the motion to 
table the Cermak order was significant. 
Every one of those aldermen present who has 
heretofore been openly condemned and de- 
nounced voted against the motion to table, 
and thus indirectly against-the Littler reso- 


lution. Kenna, ‘Coughlin, Kearney Martin, 
Cullerton, Powers, and McInerney all voted 
for the Cermak resolution. There were no 
guch votes on the other side. This is signifi- 
cant : 


Says Grant Would Be Record. 
“If the IIIlinois Central contract is con- 
firmed that railroad secures a bigger grané 
than any railroad entering Chicago ever re- 
ceived.

The opinion was delivered by Judge Arch- 
bal! after he had corresponded with Attorney 
Bruce upon the interpretation of testimony 
given by Tnaffic Manager Compton for the 
railroad. 

The committee also will hear further testl- 
mony in regard to the $30,000 culm bank deal 
which the judge negotiated with the Erie rail- 
road and with the Laure!

Strong protests against the passage of the 
Dillingham alién bill, with its educational 
test and deportation features, were heard 
last night at the Auditorium, where the 
Immigrants’ Protective league held a mass- 
meeting to protest against the measure. 
Representatives of nearly every country, 
practically all of whom were themselves 
emigrants to the United States at one time, 
joined in the denunciation of the amend- 
ments to the Dillingham bill proposed by 
Senator Root of New York. 8 

That the proposed restrictions are un- 
American, and will serve to keep from this 
country immigrants of the character and 
type needed, was the declaration of all the 
speakers, Resolutions, to be sent to the 
members of the Illinois congressional] dele- 
gation, asking them to use their influence 
against the measure, were Passed. 


Says Nation Needs Aliens. 

A. A. McCormick, president of the league. 
in explaining the proposed amendments to 
the bill, said: 

We must not forget that we are children 
of immigrants. The welcome and oppor- 
tunity that was extended to our fathers must 
not be denied by us to those anxious to come 
and share those game opportunities and re- 
sponsibilities. Our country needs the labor 
of every honest and healthy immigrant who 
has the intelligence and enterprise to come 
here. The go called literary test of the Bur- 
nett bill would bar those we want and admit 
those we do not want. The clever scoundrel 
and swindler generally knows how to read 
and write. ’ 

The only questions which are appropriate 
are: Is the newcomer healthy, strong, and 
desirous of earning a good living? Many who 
cannot read or write have common sense, 
sound bodies, and good characters. If there 
ig any one thing more than another that 
this country prides itself on and can offer is 
educational facilities. Constant effort to re- 
strict immigration by un-American methods 
has been made for over seventy years, and 
it probably will continue until we Amer- 
icans realize that the people who have come 
in the steerage have done more to upbuild 
this country than all the first cabin passen- 
gers from the Mayflower to the Olympic.”
